In New Cases 
Social Disease 


OTTAWA, March 2.—(CP)—Ven- 
ereal diseases are on the increase 
in the Canadian army and among 
the Dominion’s civilian population | 
despite efforts to control the ill-| 
nesses which frequently are the 
forerunners of blindness, sterility 
and mental ailments, it was disclos- 
ed today. 

ARMY VENEREAL DISEASE 
control officers disclosed the rate 
of gonorrhoea and syphilis in the 
Canadian army has increased near- 
ly twofold since last summer, and 
that many of the new cases were 
contracted from the Canadian civ- 
ilian population, 

This was backed up by a recent 
statement of Health Minister Clax- 
ton which disclosed about 500 new 
cases of gonorrhoea and 300 new 
cases of syphilis were being report- 
ed in Canada each week. 

Army control officers said that 
it was an “unfortunate fact” hat 
between 50 and 70 per cent of the 
new cases in the army were among 
servicemen recently returned from 
overseas. 

“BUT IT 1S ALSO a fact that 
the diseases are contracted after 
disembarkation in this country, 
and from the Canadian civilian 
population,” the officers said. 

“Cases now originate in all types 
of community — in cities, towns, 
villages and rural areas. Thus, 
much venereal disease, previously 
hidden in our civilian communities, 
is being brought to light by army 
personnel reporting the contacts 
from whom they have allegedly 
acquired their infection while on 
disembarkation leave.” 

The officers said any soldier who 
suffered from the diseases on 
reaching Canada was “effectively” 
treated before being allowed to go 
on leave of any kind.

‘Canada Babies 
| Are Holding Up 
Supply of Wire 


CALGARY, March 2—(CP)— 
It’s the babies of the country who 
are holding up rural electrification 
to a considerable extent, H. E. 
Miller of Canadian General Elec- 
tric said at a meeting of Calgary 
district farmers yesterday. His 
company had all the copper and 
other requirements necessary to 
make weather-proof electric wir- 
ing, except yarn, and in this com- 
modity there was a shortage. 

Only one-tenth of its require- 
ments of yarn for the first quar- 
ter of 1946 were being released 
to it by the authorities. Tae 
same kind of yarn goes into the 
production of babies’ clothes, and 
the mothers of the country have 
convinced the authozities that 
they have a higher priority than 
weather-proof wire.

Mr. Jaques has, no doubt, 
his own reasons for such propa- 
ganda. Does Mr, Jaques expect 


| Canadians to eat all the wheat we 


grow, consume in our own indus- 
tries all the mineral resources of 
Canada, and use all our forest re- 
sources? Of course not. On the 
contrary, Canada must export to 
maintain the living standards of 


our people. She must export to 
maintain production and thus give 
employment and wages to our 
workers. 


Mr. Jaques objects to Canadian 
exports to Russia on the grounds 
that we could thus be helping to 
build up her devastated areas, at 
our expense. Nothing could be 
farther from the truth, If our ex- 
ports help Russia they help us no 
less. We have already tried the 
policy in the early thirties of “cute 
ting off our own nose” in trade ree 
lationships with Russia, and Cane 
adian business is in genéral agree- 
ment that it did not help our face 
any. 

Mr. Jaques apparently does not 
approve of our Canadian and Brit- 
ish law that a citizen has the right 
to political freedom. Nor does he 
seem to realize fully that, if the 


world is to avoid future wars, 
world co-operation and world 
friendship are essential. The Ed-

TODAY’S MESSAGE 
Repentance 


ORROW for sin may be of two kinds: one inspired by 
the fear of God's wrath, and the other by compunction 
over having offended God who is so good, holy and worthy 
of love. The latter is the truer sorrow because it prompts 
us, in the name of Christ, to turn from evil and to lead bet- 
ter lives. 

Scripture relates how St. Peter after thrice denying 
Our Lord went forth into the night and wept bitterly. He 
did not weep merely because he was ashamed of his cow- 
ardice and weakness, but because he had betrayed his 
Master, had hurt terribly His all-loving heart. Peter's re- 
pentance was so complete that never again did he fall from 
grace, and in the end he went joyously to meet a martyr’s 
death. 

It is natural to bemoan our selfishness and folly when 
we have sinned, but the true Christian must elevate his 
sorrow to a supernatural plane by reflecting that the real 
heinousness of sin is not so much the ill done to self or 
neighbor as the affront offered to the dignity, majesty 
and goodness of God.

Selective Basis | 


“Decontrol will take place on a 
selective basis, and by the end of 
the year it may be decided what! 
further controls are needed—if 
any,” Mrs, Frank Conroy, chair- 
man of the Women's Regional Ad. 
visory Committee, told a meeting 
of committee members and liaison 
officers in the Prices Board offices 
Friday evening. Mrs. Conroy em-! 
Phasized Chairman Donald Gor 
don's statement that “the board] 
must be sure that no form of price 
control reduces production affect- 
ing the level of employment.” 

DISCUSSING the future of con- 
trols, supplies and rationing, as the 
theme of the recent WRAC confer- 
ence in Ottawa, Mrs. Conroy men- 
tioned that rent control and price 
control on certain foodstuffs and 
articles In short supply would prob- 
ably remain, Removal of subsidies 
will mean slightly increased prices 
in some cases, she said, 

Regarding food, Mrs. Conroy 
pointed out that this is the poorest 
year we have had in four, mention- 
ing the short growing season, while 
demand increased from the de- 
vastated countries of Europe, and 
from UNRRA. These demands put 
Canada back on meat rationing, 
and the alternative to the reduced 
butter ration would be to curtail 
shipments of cheese to Britain, she 
said, 

SUPPLIES of children’s under- 
wear have been maintained as well 
as possible through production 
directives to manufacturers, Mrs. 
Conroy said, quoting Mr. Gordon's 
comment that “otherwise it would 
have been practically unmanage- 
able.” There is a tremendous in- 
creased demand for men’s clothing; 
women’s hosiery supplies will con- 
tinue to improve; yard goods will 
continue much as at present with 
prices improving; production of 
bathtubs is at an all time high 
‘These features were mentioned in 
Mrs. Conroy's review of supplies. 

SHE TOLD the women that their 
ecntinued efforts in support of price 
control will be needed during the 
period of concersion from wartime 
to peacetime production,

Her duties on the evening shift will 
include such work as ironing or mending, while the parents are absent and the
